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Research grqup recomipends filming of children to analyse behaviour 

Pupil morals inquiry awaits go-ahead 


by Bob Doe 

Pluns by a Government body to 
monitor -pupils' behaviour and 
morals hang in the balance this 
week. The watchdog coniniiuce of 
the Assessment of Performance Unit 
was due today to consider whether 
the unit should continue with Its 
plans to test personal and social 
development. 

An APU report before the com- 
mittee suggests 'written tests of 
pupils attitudes would play only a 
minor part In this. Teachors 1 reports, 
lupc recordings and observations of 
pupils, either in groups or iiuli- 
vidnnliy, would be the main methods 
nf assessment. 

One member of the research 
group has suggested filming pupils 
to analyse their behaviour. It is 
unclear whether these observations 
whuld be made with or wilhbut 
pupils' consent, or that of 1 their 
parents. 

I * 'TJiq- report i-paqgpfzes there would 
tfd technical difficulties trying * to 
ensure that Jikc was being compared 
with like when using such methods, 
* r It uiigfir be worth ' sacrificing a 
certain technical puHty In order to 
produce a more comprehensive and 
vivid picture of what was being 
achieved.” 

The , APU’s broadly-based con- 
sultative . committee has been 
largely antagonistic to proposals to 
assess personal and social develop- 
ment light From.' die outset. It 


agreed to an exploratory group of 
HMIs, teu chefs and researchers 
looking Into the kind of question 
that might be feasible. 

The committee has no power to 
prevent the unit going ahead as it 
was set up largely as a matter of 
public reassurance. It would be very 
difficult to oppose It on such an 
issue. 

Professor Barry Supple of Nuf- 
field College, Oxford, the com- 
mittee's chairman said this week: "I 
would have thought this was still as 
sensitive ail issue as ever. If the 
APU want to pursue it as far as they 
did they may run into difficulties. 3 ’ 

The exploratory group has done 
little so far to establish the tech- 
nical feasibility of assessments of 
these kinds, it is asking to be 
allowed to test public reactions to 
plans to test pupils' moral, political 
and religious understanding, .be- 
haviour and attitudes. 4 ' * • 

How the committee would respond 
was by no means certain earlier ibis 
Week. There is' little enrhuslhsm for- 
tlie plan anywhere in the committee 
aqd teachers' representatives have 
open united against it. -But the most 
organized find vociferous antagonists 
have been the Natiounl Union of ' 
Teachers and most of their repre- 
sentatives were unlikely to attend 
because the meeting clashes with ■ 
hii NUT executive meeting. 

, The committee cpuld decide the 
proposals are not complete onough 
to.'nllpw any.. serious public debate 
or may back their publication, with ' 


or without a note of their own 
' reservations. 

Even if the report is published, 
it will nor necessarily be aciod upon. 
Neither of the recent governments 
have been over-enthusiastic about 
testing beyond the basics ; language, 
maths and science. 

.The main protagonists* have been 
. the HMIs in the APU who argue 
that Subjects not tested would be 
taken less seriously in schools and 
therefore monitoring would distort 
the curriculum. 

But both the forinor heads of the 
. APU, Mr Brian Kay and Mr Tom 
Marjoram, have been replaced and 
tlie present -top HMI, Mr John 
Graham, has been less insistent 
about the crucial need to test per- 
sonal and social, aesthetic and physi- 
cal development (see TES February 
15),

Primary group meets despite NUT snub 


by Bob Doe 


An association to represent pri- 
mary schools was set up In London 
this week' in spite of disapproval 
from rhe National Union of Tea- 
ohets. More than 300 attended the 
inaugural meeting — -mostly teachers, 
according to the association's steer- 
ing group of college lecturers, 
advisers and inspectors. 

The steering group says that the 
new National Association for Pri- 
mary Education would complement 
rather than compete with teacher 
unions,. In a similar way to subject 
associations.' 


The NUT executive decided last 
week, however, not to support the 
new association. A spokesman For 
the union suitl that NAPE was un- 
necessary because the NUT already 
performed theso functions. 

Subscriptions for the new associa- 
tion have been set deliberately low 
(£3) to attract ordinary class 
teachers. It was made clear at the 
meeting that parents and managers 
would be welcomed also. 

The association's aims and activi- 
ties are being kept deliberately 
va^ue at the moment to see how 


it develops. But on one issue there 
seems to be some disagreement 
about its role. Some members of

Love fulfilled and love denied

The death at the age of 91 in Aug- 
ust 1976 of Helene Berg, the com- 
poser's widow, immediately 'opened 
up areas of his ihusic ahd Hfe which 
she had obstinately, if understand- 
ebly, withheld from the world. The 
third, and in fact substantially com- 
plete, act of Lulu could now he re- 
leased. its lacunae skilfully made 
Rood by Friedrich Cerha; and the 
opera given Its sensational second 
iremiei'e at tiio Paris Op dr a under 
Pierre Boulez— certainly the inusi- 
. ool eveut of 1 979. At the same time, 
and intimately connected with the 
previous censorship of the opera, 
suspicions ' that Helene had indeed 
had something to hide were con- ' 
firmed by the discovery of the secret 
programme of Berg’s second string 
quartet, the Lyr ic Suite , which 
Adorno had always recognized as a 
"latent opera h j • » < 

One of the most, inspired pieces 
of muslcologicol sleuthing in rftcent 
years revealed that the Lyric Suite 
was tta passionate outpouring per se, 
but a wordless setting of M De pro- 
f uadis Ciamavi 11 front Bn ud el o ire’s 
Fleurs riu Mai. For it was thus that 
Berg encoded his frustrated love 
fo'r Another Woman — Hanna Fuchs- 
Robb e tin. wife of a wealthy Prague 
industrialist, ’ and sister-in-law of 
AJrtfo Mahler Werfel, Tho Lyric 
Suita was to Barg what Tristan was 
16 Wagner — the aptheqsis of a pri- 
vate romantic agony; both works 
radiate that, peculiar self-consuming 
ecstasy which, has nothing to do 
with love-fulfilled and everything to 
* V»th love-denied.

guessed the truth. Even in Berg’s 
letters to her, which she herself 
edited for publication in 19G5, the 
composer's reassurances about what 
he , was supposed to be doing in 
Prague . chat " Moplnka ” .. are 
scarcely convincing. Berg had in- 
deed once been deeply in love' with 
Helene and there can. be litie doubt . 
that he continued to love her. 
Helene naturally did everything In. 
her power to sustain the fiction 
that she had .always had. the stage 
to herself l 0*9 • woddfr Lulu, surro- 
gate for the via alternative, had to 
he kept off it. - 

Karen Munson's book (for the 
general render rather than the 
specialist) is principally of value in 
tnat she is able to draw on much 
that was either not known, or if Jr 



was, could not be told during 
Helene's lifetime. While not herself 
exactly n front-line scholar, , Miss 
Monson makes good use of the re- 
cent researches, most of them pre- 
viously published ■ only in learned 
articles, drawing them together into 
a competent synthetic account of 
Berg's Ufa and; rather leas success- 
fully, of his music. After a gauche, 
even novelettish, beginning where 
she fumbles badly in ner attempt to 
offer a painless account of the dis- 
solution of tonality, the author 
rapidly gains confidence. She writes 
bost of. all' about tho decoding of the 
Lyric Suite , and about Berg’s litoral 
predicament in - fctfeldng; through 
composition of Lulu, to exorcize his 
preoccupation with the demonic 
aspect of Goethe's EurigwetbHcfte. 

Not , least of the remarkable 
. features of Patrice Chireau’s Paris 
production of the completed Lulu 
was that tile “eternal feminine": 
had been encouraged ,to slip out of 
fishnet tights and become a

The acoustic of the recording 
evokes the spatial effect of the 
stage production, while permitting 
the individual lines to be heard 
clearly. As Lulu, the (incomparable 
Teresa Stvataa fulfills everything 


Qsscutial in Berg’s virtually impos- 
sible vocal demands. Franz Maaurn 
la relentlessly hard and masterful 
as Dr Sell dn, Yvonne Minton bring- 
ing noblo tone and the lyric pathos 
of a falling angel to tiio lesbian 
Grhfin Gcsohwitz. while Piorrc 
Boulez and tho Orcncstve da 1'Opira 
de Paris make the densely packed 
score sound clearer and more 
crystalline than one could ever have 
imagined. 

These records are a magnificent

plored in the pack is the rclution 
of the contents witli the nornml 
curriculum for the age range. 
Rather than step outside tho nornuil 
topic areas,, npmy teachers would 
prefer to soe deeper matbcmntical 
processes cutercd for, but within 
a context closer to the normal work 
done. 

That could be via opon-cndcd 
mathematical investigations, histori- 
cal ideas and symbolisms or chal- 
lenging puzzles. For example, most 
eight-plus- pupils nro tackling arith- 
metic with place value and do not 
always work in many buses other* 
than 10; so. within the context of 
place value, .enrichment could rake 
the form of calculations in other 
bases, history, of place value ond 
other notationnl systems, or puzzles 
(such as those Involving reversing 
order of digits) ' which demand 
deeper understanding of the con- 
cepts. 

Exploration of further develop- 
ment for enrichment material will 
no doubt now f^i-ow. Beside the two 
avenues of development mentioned, 
the introduction of electronic cal- 
culators nnd the interactive ami 
visual possibilities mourned by the 
niicrpCompifter wll( give new re- 
sources to' nil concerned with build- 
ing ip Optional and individualized 
extensions to. the core currlcujtijrt. 

The Schools Council materials now 
published hove Made an exciting 
and forceful , start ro that process 
artd doserve to be widely coiisu bod.

According to the publicity sheet 
which arrived with this pack, there 
are more “ gifted " people about 
than perhaps you realize. I am not 
one of them. I was unable to work 
the slide viewer — a snip of plastic 
that folded In a devilish Ingenious 
way to provide a peephole through 
which I peered, bemused, at a blur. 

'On page 11 of one of the booklets, 
di nunics like me were referred back 
to page two for Instructions on haw 
to use the said viewer. There wero 
none. So I took it down to Lucy's 
6chnol and cornered the deputy 
head. “Why doesn’t this work?" I 
asked. " Easy ", he said, " it hasn't 
got a lens.” . Cleprly he is a 
“gifted" cove, and I now hold hint 
in exaggerated respect. 

A girted adult is easy to recog- 
nize. Hu, or she, can fiddle through 
a concerto blindfold, programme

Kilter the Schools Council (like 
the Fifth Cuvolry) with prc-pucked 
“Curriculum Enrich mum for Gifted 
Children " of seven and upwards 
in Maths, History, Environmental 
Science, and Creative Arts. And in 
spite of the awFitlncss of that <a mar- 
rowbone jolly for pedigree dogs ” 
title, the history materials at least 
are solid, worthy pieces of work. 

The pack, in a plustic wullet, com- 
nrisus two copies of two student s' 
booklets, n sound enssettt, a tapo- 
scrlpt, u set of 37 slides of the 
Buycux Tapestry, a slide viutver 
(hopefully with lens), and a 
tcachur’s guide (tut wtiich l cannot 
comment as my review pock did noi 
have one). 

The first, mid fatter, booklet has 
G2 pages (A4 size) of big print text 
nnd commentary. Its scheme of 
work involves the pupil In the use 
of the slide set and the cassette. 
Its technique la to pose well-phrased 
questions on text, slides and re- 
cording, and to provide model 
answers against which -the pupil can 
check his own responses- Its 
language is often but not unneces- 
sarily. complex-, . Its title. Discover- 
ing History, tells yo'u that it U 
about evaluating evidence end 
imitutlng the histnridtt as detective. 
)t is, in short, in direct line of 
descent from the “ Schools Council 
History 13-16 Project" in lu empha- 
sis on teaching the skills of the 
discipline. 

The booklet opens with the quos- 
tiun “How do we know?’’ and 
deals with evidence from pictures 
• -and writrou sources. Tho pupil, is 
then led carefully— by atidps. so.und 
recording, commentary, end qu«w- 
tions-i-tJirough Harold’s experience 
Jn Normandy, i his assumption of the 
crown, and William’s Conquest. 
Written accounts of the bnttlp . of 
Hastings, character sketches' of tho 
Conqueror end p treatment of the 


“Smif.; or Huluud" are tlioii .set out 
For analysis. The. booklet - dims 
whh exam mat ion of sonic uf the 
physical evidence nf the Conquest 
«md occuputiun, und surest ions nn 
how. tile pupil might "write the 
lustnrics of himself, his environment 
and the changes dim have taken 
place since liis gr.umy wus a child. 

The second booklet, Discovering 
Churches, is much slimier — 16 
pages — end aims to show children 
what to look for in cliiirchds that 
are wholly or partly medieval. The 
techniques arc the same us in 
Discovering History and useful work 
is done on monuments, sculptures, 
brass end misericords after a 
general introduction tn church 
architecture, Suggestions for the 
pupil’s own research take up the 
lust thrce-and-a-half pnges. 

Ron Smith, author of the bunk- 
lets, Is to be congratulated on the 
serious but unstuffy way in which 
lie upp roaches his readers. I am,' 
however, not convinced by his 
claim that pupils will be able to 
work independently through the 
puck. itcFerences back in (lie text 
and juggling with slides add cas- 
sette recorder nro, in my experi- 
ence, n recipe For puzzlement — if 
net cunfiiainn — even amung very 
able pupils.* 

Tlie pack, than, is useful in itself 
ntid os an exemplar. But Its cost 
appals me : £29.95 for the history 
unit, or £115 for all four enrich- 
ment packs. Primary mid first 
schools simply do not have that 
kind of loot. My gif Led deputy 
hood had just £76 to spend on Ills 
class last year. What does tho 
Schools Council expect him to give 
up in order to buy in a bit of “ cur- 
riculum enrichment" for, say, four 
children — chalk, Rlue, paper and 
books for all the rest ? 

It is a grotesque error to pitch 
the price nf materials like these so 
far above the capacity of the market 
to take mara than a few copies. If 
the -Council Is tn have any effect on 
educational practice— as distinct 
from educational piety, to which we 
can all listen for free — it needs to 
establish a more sensible publishing 
policy, related strictly to what 
schools can of ford. Without such a 
policy, its “ curriculum enrichment" 
project (and all the othurs it funds 
with public money) will he 1 little 
mare than white -, elephants from 
quango-rand, , .
